winds that carried the fleet 
around the Florida Keys 
and north into the Florida 
Passage were becoming 
violent. 13y two o'clock on 
the morning of July 30, the 
winds had backed into ihc 
north-east and reached 
hurricane force. The Florida 
coast became a Jet shore on 
which the fleet quickly 
foundered. 

Only one ship, one of 
Echev*rz*s, the Grifon, 
escaped to the north. The 
rest all broke up in shoal 
Mriter, More than 1000 men 
were drowned, including 
Capia in-General Ubiila. 

Two privateer* 

Tn Havana, when newi of 
the disaster was received, the 
authorities reacted quickly. 
A recovery expedition whs 
mounted, and da vers brought 
up about four million pesos. 

The British colonial 
authorities also reacted 
quickly The lieutenant- 
governor of Virginia sent a 
dispatch to the Foreign Sec- 
retary in London. "Here is 
advice of a considerable 
event in three parts," he 
wrote, **that the Spanish 
plate fleet, richly laden, cod- 
siting of II sail, are, except 
mm, lately cast away in the 
Gulf of Florida, to the south- 
ward of St. Augustine . . „" 

The temptation was too 
much for the Governor of 
Jamaica, Lord Archibald 
Hamilton, who commissioned 
two privateers to go after the 
treasure recovered by the 




Spaniards and landed at a 
blockhouse near St. Augus- 
tine. 

One Captain Henry Jen- 
nings, an associate of the 
notorious Captain Teach — 
Black beard — surprised the 
blockhouse, situated near in 
what is now Cape Kennedy, 
and got away with nearly 
half a million "pice cs-of- eight. 

The rest of the fleet's 
treasure lay undisturbed on 
the Florida shoals, not only 
lost, hut forgotten. 

When, 241) years after the 
tragedy, Kip Wagner struck 
his beachcombers bonanza, 
he sincerely hoped it would 
continue forgotten — by 
everybody else. 

He wanted to sec what 
else might he lying about on 
the Cape Kennedy sands 
without starting a treasure 
hunt that could become the 
world's greatest tourist 
attraction. And, anyway, 
treasure trove poses aU kinds 
of delicate legal problems of 
rightful ownership. 

Wagner formed the Real 
Eight Corporation and set 
out to sift the Florida sands 
as discreetly as possible. He 
had to inform the Govern- 
ment of the Stale of Florida 
— - and the Slate awarded 
Real Eight exclusive salvage 
rights to the treasure site 
located by Wagner, The 
State awarded itself one- 
quarter of all treasure Real 
Eight landed. 

The treasure hunters used 
a boat fitted with a mngneto- 
meler to survey the shoals 
for sunken metals, and to 
serve as a platform for 
scuba - equipped divers. Of 
tht- wooden hulls of Ubilla's 
fleet, there was no trace — 
i he teredo worm had fin- 
ished the job the hurricane 
had started. 

But the fleet had rarried 
ballast stones, cannun halls, 
and such metallic ship fit- 
lings an anchors, all indi- 
gestible even to the voracious 
Teredo. The site of the 
wreck was located by these 
objects and divers went 
dowji 

In four days of searching.

a diver found six tarnished 
eight-real coins. Other coins, 
Indvjdinc two huge clumps of 
fused pice es-of -eight weigh- 
ing a total of 135 pounds, 
were also found 

The treasure prospector* 
adapted a kind of reverse 
vacuums leaner to sift the 
sand, and new finds turned 
np with surprising regularity 
— silver tups, silver dishes, j 
brass navigating divider, and 
a sounding lead dated 1712. 

Gold doubloons 

For months* no gold was 
fouod. Then an eighr-eseudo 
piece was brought to the 
surface, the first of many, 
On one dive* more than 
100() gold doubloons were 
found in one place. 

One* of the most remark- 
able objects recovered is a 
gold chain lift, +5in_ long, 
made of 2176 hand-chi^ellcd 
links. This proved to he the 
Captain-Genera Ps chain of 
office, and carries a pendant 
in the shape of a gold 
dragon, about ihr size of a 
man's thumb. 

The dragon's belly opens 
out into a gold toothpick 
and (he tail forms an ear- 
picking spoon The dragon 
itself serves as a whistle. 

The whistle has been an 
emblem of naval rank front 
early times* but none ol these 
insignia has come to light 
before — they have been 



known only through histori- 
cal reference. In the event of 
surrender, they were always 
to be thrown overboard, 
Ubilla's insignia Is described 
by the gallery as or Chinese 
manufacture. 

Other Chinese objects re- 
covered from the wreck arc 
fragile pieces of K'ang-hsi 
porcelain, named for their 
date of manufacture, during 
the reign of Emperor K'ang- 
hsi (1662-1722). 

The tea bowls and cups of 
great delicacy had been 
transported by caravan and 
junk to bazaars in the Philip- 
pines then t.iken aboard the 
annual Manila galleon to 
Acapulco, across the isthmus 
by mule train to Vera Cru* 
on the Spanish Main, before 
heing shipped on one of 
Ubilla's vessels. 

To have survived such a 
hazardous journey is astonish* 
ing, but to have remained 
undamaged after nearly two 
and a half centuries on i?ie 
freabed is scarcely credible. 
They are in perfect condi- 
tion. 

The objects to be sold — 
apart from being rare and 
beautiful — form part of the 
greatest lode of sunken 
treasnte found since lfiS7, 
when Captain William 
Pfupps recovered a million 
dollars in silver bars and 
coins from a galleon which 
sank north of llispaninfa 



(the Dominican Republic J in 
1643. 

Far that find, Captain 
Fhipps earned a knighthood 
and the governorship of 
Massachusetts. 

For his find, Kip Wagner 
earns different rewards — as 
much satisfaction as Captain 
Phipps, and a lot more 
money than the Crown al- 
lowed the captain to take to 
Massachusetts. And he still 
holds exclusive rights to 
search the .area for more 
treasure*

• A colleague who has been studying the 
effect of diets very low in protein — both 
in rats and people — finds that these diets 
can be taken in much larger quantities than 
usual diets without causing a weight increase.

TT looks then as ii. for 
the first lime, there is 
reasonable proof that, in 
some circumstances, the 
Iwdy can take in excessive 
calories without putting on 
weight. 

Several people I know 
have jumped on this infor- 
mation with great joy, They 
believe that at last there is 
a way of eating enormous 
quantities without getting 
fat. 

But they overlook that the 
essentia] and most important 
point of this research is that, 
to dn this, you would have 
to eat a diet grossly deficient 
in protein. 

Thru what happens? 
Either you would go on 
doins; this, in which case yon 
would undoubtedly become 
ill, Or — much more likely 
— you would go bad to 
your ordinary diet, And if 
you started by being over- 
weight, you wilt go back to 
the diet which made you 
overweight in the first place.

achieved. 

Dealing wjih the first 
point: thai weight control 
means calorie romrot. There 
are two ways in whirh people 
deny ihiv 

Firstly, they imagine that 
excessive weight may be 
lust — for example, by some 
mechanical device — with- 
out i- hanging the diet, There 
Ure many examples nf this 
— turkish baths, bath salts, 
'.teams, Ip&uU rulltn, foi 
the body, plastic or rubber 
garment* The fan b ifcu

haps temporarily remove 
some of the body water. 

The same is true for 
medicines which increase the 
flow ol urine- 

Except in people sutler- 
n i g f lo m hea rt a r kidney 
disease, the water remuved 
in -in essentia! constituent ol 
the body tissues — as impor- 
rant as the protein or vita- 
mins in the tissues.

Th-- tfaeory behind this is 
that I he body can burn un- 
limited quaniities of fat, even 
in the overweight person. 
On the other, hand, the ove.r- 
weighr person camiot prop- 
er J y burn carbohydrate, so 
that the starch and su^ar 
tn the diet are converted 
into fat. 

Thus, an overweight per- 
ion eating a diet thai * on- 
tuins little carbohydrate but 
unlimited amounts of fat 
will lose weight. 

The interesting thing is 
that this diet, which h low 
in carbohydrate, but does 
not limit fat and protein, is 
very effective. 1 use it 
routinely and have had p-x- 
eel lent results. 

Put it t5 rjrn in any way 
dependent on the extraord- 
inavy and quite unfounded 
theory thai "calories don't 
count." A diet in which ear- 
bohydrate is restricted, 
turns out to be a diet in 
whirh caloric* are restricted. 

Normally, people eat a 



—has twice as many calorie* 
as carbohydrate. 

But people do not eat in 
this theoretical sort of way. 
They eat as much as they 
feel like eaum;. 

So the only way to find 
out what happens when 
people have a low-carbo- 
hydrate diet is actually to 
measure it. Then it t* found 
that overweight pt-ople ear- 
ing the low-carbohydrate.

They believe that as they 
an> nnt consciously having 
[o limit these foods, there is 
no limit to diem. But "as 
much a* you like" turns out 
to be nothing more nor less 
than it says, and people just 
do not like to eat the vaat 
amounts they imagine* 

One good thing abom the 
low-carlxihydrate diet is 
lhar you can say to people, 
u Don"t cotuir raloriev" But 
this is not the same as pay- 
ing Xla lories don't count.'' 

We may ho tputber and 
say that the low-carbohy- 
drate diet has both nf the 
features essential to weight 
control. 

It provides overweight 
people with a method of 
calorie control; one which, 
incidentally, is simple and 
does not require counting 
calorics. 

Also it ran readily become 
a permanent pattern of eat- 
ing. You cannot conceivably 
imagine people living for 
ever on a powder or biscuits 
providing 90Q calories a day, 
ot bananas and milk. Or 
whatrver the current fashion 

Bui there really is no 
reason why a person should 
not permanently live on a 
diet that allows him or her 
lo eat as mud* as they wish 
of all sorts of meats and 
poultry, any kind of fish, 
green vegetables, butter, 
margarine, and cream. 

Add to this a reasonable 
amount rrf milk — ] to 1 
piut a day — and a reason- 
able amount of fruit • - say 
half a pound a day. 

Such a diet k highly muri* 
tious. It contains all the pro- 
teins T vitamin*, and mineral 
element* one needs, From a 
health point of view it is a 
diet any nutritionist or 
doctor can recommend.

AMONG the advan- 
tages the new 
Macquarie University, 
Sydney, Ls able to offer 
its professors, high salaries 
may not be the most im- 
portant. One notable 
scientist al least is accept- 
ing a chair at Macquarie 
for less tangible rewards, 
namely: It's in Australia; 
and it's new. 

Now conducting research 
in America at one of the 
most sophisticated physics 
laboratories in the world, 
Dr. John Clipe Ward will be 
making an economic sacri- 
fice In tilting [he Chair of 
Theoretical Physic* at Mar- 
quarie. But then, says 
Dr. Ward, "Australia's a 
vastly better place to live 
right now." 1 

English-born Dr. Ward is 
a husky six-footer of forceful 
personality and firm view*. 
In his office at the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, New 
Jersey, he gave his views on 
the quality of life in 
America— ^disastrous"; and 
the problems in providing 
young people with a sound 
education today— tan'i 
be done on the cheap." 

"Badly taught" 

Quietly withering in his 
denunciation* of the Ameri- 
can way of life, Dr. Ward 
look* forward to returning 
to Australia, where he Ufcgftl 
before. 

He is especial) y happy to 
be associated with a new 
imi Versify that '" hasn't got 
into the usual ruts yet." 

"There's a shortage of any- 
body who's Rot a decent 
education nowadays^** Dr. 
Ward said, leaning Iwck in 
his swivel chair under a 
periodic table of the 
elements, in his Bell Labs, 
oifire. 

i M Ai far as science U coife 
cemed, it* a being badly 
taught and it*s being ex- 
ploited because of the (net 
thai people in the science 
faculties do specialise— and 
ihey don't know enough 
about what they're teaching 
ounude their area of spedali. 
sation. Bur science is very 
much a whole, nowadays. 

"Scientists are not easy to 
find, to produce. If depends 
on what goes on in some- 
one's head— not so much his 
credentials. 

"It s not clear to me that 
the universities may nor be 
turning out what are in effect 
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very well- trained technicians, 
rather tjian scientists. 

ic Yoa can't teach creativ- 
ity, of course. You can't 
teach imagination. That's 
something that's, presumably, 
intrinsically there.* 1 

Dr, Ward continued; 
■'Perhaps it is the fault of 
the iMJth century ihar science 
has become 50 expensive. 
For a lot of people it has 
become a good career, with 
a lot of money in it. 

"In some circumstances, 
when the competitive aspects 
of science come into it, 
there's a very unfortunate re~ 
Jationship between science 
and money. it f s half a busi- 
ness, or three-quarters a 
business, sometimes. 

"So you gcr parr*iime 
teachers. The highly paid 
professors are off oti their 
contracts, doing outside re- 
search, increasing their pres- 
tige, getting more money, 
"llie actual teaching of stu- 
dents is often left to their 
graduate students, who are 
getting a free education as 
teacher assistants. 

'Tlte students don't mind, 
perhaps because in due 
course they'll get their PIlDs 
and be able to do the same 
thing (hcnurJvtt when they 
are professors. 

"Professors become over- 
privileged and over-paid. 
SuJarie* are 30,000 or 40,(500 
dollars a year in America 
for a good man. 

'Yet ihe actual teaching is 
done by cheap labor (as *1 
have described) which is 
hired around 

"As its a matter of com- 
petition and ambition to get 
an in the science business, 
people have got to specialise. 

"AlsOj in science in any 
country you have to have a 
well - developed industrial 
system just to stay in the 
race. A great deal of science 
has become so dependent on 
money it's becoming a social 
problem. 

Who will pay? 

"Who's going to have the 
money > Whoa sjoing to have 
Lfou equipment available? 
Who's going tn pay for it? 
I hiw much 'pure science' are 
they getrinp; for their money? 
The answer to thai, Fm 
afraid, may be — l No\ 
much.* 

But Dr. Ward believes 
that the students on ihe 
humanities side of a uni- 
versiiy ought to be brought 
to some awareness of "the 
sciences. 

"It ought 10 be possible" 
he said, "for people going to 
a university for a few years 
to pick up something of

scientific ways of thinking, 
without going through the 
machinery of becoming 1 
fully trained active scientist, 
"Without some scientific 
knowledge, you've got no 
legs to stand on in looking 
at the universe. You cannot 
understand the society you 
live in without some basic 
ii nriur standing of scientific 
tows." 

How will this be accom- 
plished at Macquarie? 

"I can' 1 really characterise 
Macquarie specifically, but 
we have good intentions," 
said Dr. Ward, 

Research 

Dr. Ward has wide expert^ 
ence of education both in 
Britain and America. 

Born in England, he grew 
up in Hertfordshire, where 
he went to school at Bishops 
S ton ford, and then Oxford. 

He has taught most of his 
life — he is 42 — although 
he has also undertaken re- 
search projects for govern- 
jiifni and private industry. 

At Bell La borate tries, 
where Dc Ward h at pre- 
sent doing contract research, 
work is done in the greatest 
secrecy, more perhaps for 
reasons of industrial, rather 
than national, security.

Dr. Ward taught at 
Oxford for a time after 
graduating there, and later 
taught for five years at Johns 
Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, He also has taught at 
Carnegie' Institute of Tech- 
nology and the Institute for 
Advanced Studies at Prince- 
ton. 

"Americans arc one of the 
moat unhappy peoples in ths 
world/' he said. 'They're 
unhappy because they're 
narrow — they're ambitious, 
and insecure, 

'There"* something very 
funny about American 
society that doesn't allow 
people to enjoy themselves, 

**1 don't want to damn 
America completely — . it's 
just that it's got a bit mixed 
up in the last few years. It's 
going through a ' kind of 
general breakdown as far as 



I'm concerned. 1 just don't 
want any part of it/' 

Dr. Ward was married 10 
an American, but the mar- 
riage ended in divorce. 
There were no children. 

He has travelled very 
widely, and stiJI does. 

He has been a visiting 
professor at the University 
of Brussels, and apparently 
keeps up with the European 
Press — a copy of u Der 
Spiegel/' the German news 
weekly, was on his window- 
sill. 

He has taught at the Uni- 
versity of Adelaide^ has 
friends in Australia, and sees 
fundamental differ enres in 
the quality of life in Aus- 
tralia and America. 

"Australia," he said, "his- 
torically produced a culture 
of nonconforrnism, or at 
least non- respect. Nobody 
was expected to bow down 
before people with, more 
money, more religion, or 
more anything else, 

"Amerira has become a 
woman - dominated society, 
very interested in con- 
f o r m i t y, appearances T 
security. The results arc 
disastrous, 

"People are very easily 
mesmerised about America 
and American value*;. 
America is certainly a very 
exiting place to live— hut 
so is the jungle. And one 
wouldn't want to li%-e in tht 
jungle."

John Ward gives the im- 
pression of being able to look 
after himself quire well in 
the jungle. 

Big, and smiling amiably, 
through his. ■ glasses., he is 
cheerful in his denunciations 
and unruffled by the angry 
dissent such outspokenness 
Fometimes bring*. 

He's a niu&icLm, outside 
the classroom and laboratory, 
and plays the piano and the 
French horn. 

"But Vm a second-rate 
musician/' he says, * 'second- 
rate at anything, I suppose, 
except science. "

Plants should be sprayed 
as soon a? Uiey begm to leaf 
our. Both insecticides and 
fungicides arc needed. In 
wet weather, as rain washed 
off the spray, the job must 
he Hone more frequently, 

Soaks, fertilises 

Once ■ a - week watering, 
using : , soaker hose, should 
be continued until the soil 
feels moist six to eight 
inches below the surface in 
Kansas City, Les fertilises 
about once a month from 
early stump until the middle 
of summer ' August), then 
abruptly stops. He wishes to 
discourage late plant growth 
because of the hard winters. 

The Satterlee 1 ! also pre- 
pare their roses for winter 
by rutting back tall stems m 
pi event wind bum, and by 
mounding soil eight inches 
high round the canes, (Les 
is experimenting with plastic 
bags round the canes instead 
of the mounds.) 

The Salter lees, child I cm, 
have acquired a happy and 
large "family" in their 
three-quarter-acre garden.

February 5 

1603 Expi orer and naval surgeon George 
Bans, sailed from Port Jackson and was never 
beard of again, Bass had hoped to get 
supplies and livestock in Chile. For New 
South Wale*. One rumor was that his ship 
was captured by Spaniards and Buss sent 
to the silver mint-* of South America. 

1827 George. Won all handed in Svducy. 
In 1826, two men, Worrall and Fisher, 
shared a farm at Campbelkowu. N.SAV., 
and when Fisher disappeared he Avas 
thought to have secretly shipped to Fnghmd t 
uliji 'h as an ex^oijvici he was forbidden EO 
do. Worrall took over the property. One 
nif;ht a Few months later another ticket- 
of-leave man burst into the local inn crying 
ihat he had seen Fisher m the moonlight, 
pipe in muuth, leaning over the farm slip- 
rahY The figure, he said, was transparent, 
and was pointing toward the creek. Next 
day police and blacktrarkers found a stain 
on the fence which showed traces of human 
blood. One tracker directed them to dig 
when- The K hosi had pointed There the body 
ww fouizd. When Worrall was arrested he 
mnf tused to the crime. The lite is now called 
Fisher's Ghost Greet 

February 6 

1861 Black Thursday, one of the most 
tragic days in Victoria's history, when 
disastrous bushfircs laid wa«te an immense 
tract of country. Its origin was set down 
to the carelessness of bullock drivers in the 
Plenty Ranges; but it seems almost impos- 
sible that ahy fire could have spread so 
rapidly from a single source. The flamas 
spread from ihc Black Forest across to 
Loddnn district, over the Pyrenees and 
attacked Mount Gjimhirr beyond the South 
Australian bolder. Ashes from Mnum 

Macedou fell in Melhoume, where 117 
degrees in ihe shade was recorded. 
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February 7 

1738 The Colony of New South Wales 
formally proclaimed, The ceremony took 
place on an area bounded by George, Lang, 
Vark, and Grosvcnor Streets. After the 
reading of various documents, Governor 
Phillip exhorted the convicts to "forget the 
habits of vice and indolence in which too 
many of them had hitherto lived." He 
promised every encouragement to l hose who 
proved worthy, and warned that those deter- 
mined "to act in opposition to propriety 
would inevitably meet with the punishment 
which, they deserved," After mis address 
three volleys were fired by the troops, and 
(he Governor em retained the officers and 
penile mfri ai dinner under a large tent 
pitched for that purpoce. 

1814 Franri% Howard Green way arrived 
ill Sydney on a convict ship. Green way 
was transported for forging an endorse- 
ment on a building contract. Trained 
as a painter and architect, he had prac- 
tised at Bath, and his arrival salved a 
problem for Governor Macq^aiie, whose 
pleas for an architen had been ignored 
of the Home 'Authorities. Macquarie 
employed him ai once, to report on Govern- 
ment buildings then n earing completion, 
In 11116 he was appointed Civil Architect 
ai ty- a day. and he planned some archi- 
tectural gems. However, the British Govern- 
ment found his style "too grand for an 
infant colony" and he was dismissed. 

February 3 

1788 Firsi reference to Fort Denison 
j ."Pmchgui"), Sydney Harbor. Surgeon- 
Cencral John White 'recorded (about two 
weeks a feet Settlement began) that some 
convicts were given corporal punishment 
and "one or two were ordered lo a barren 
rock, or little island, in the middle of the 
harbor, there to remain on bread and water 
for a stated time.*' 



1868 First aboriginal cricket team left for 
Ln gland. The team played 47 matches, of 
which they won -4 and lost 14; the other 
19 were drawn. 

1878 Birth of Sidney Mjer, merchant and 
benefactor. lie mi£rared from Poland to 
Australia in IR9? where, after an unsuccess- 
ful beginmnM in iiendi^o, he hawked goods 
from doot to door. In 191 1 Myer bought a 
drapery husiness in Melbourne and from then 
rm had spectacular success 

February 9 

1855 Th* L dipper ship Guiding Sfar, chap- 
tered h) the Gulden Line, left Liverpool mi 
Fehmaiv VJ for Melbourne with 48U passen- 
grti. in addition to new members. She was 
never seen again li u chough I she may 
have been embayed by aailiug into a huge 
ice island. 

1889 Death of Peter Lalor. politician and 
leader of the Eureka Stockade rebellion. 
Laloi. an Irishman, sailed for the Victorian 
go Id field 5 in 185?, He led the rebels and 
organised the fighting force which defended 
the Eureka Stockade. Wounded — he lost 
an arm — he was declared an outlaw. 
Although there was a price on his head, 
friends remained loyal, and he stayed in 
hiding until the rrials of the captured out- 
laws proved abortive, 

Lalor returned to Hal la rat and was elected 
to the Legislative Council in 1B55. The fol- 
lowing year he was elected lo the Legislative 
Assembly and wag Chairman of Committees, 
then Commissioner of Trade and Customs' 
Fostmaster-Gencral, and, finally, Speaker in 
i he Victorian Parliament for .seven years. 
When he retired in 1887 because of ill- 
health, the Government granted this one- 
time outlaw a large sum in appreciation of 
hiq services. 



February 10 

1788 First marriage in Australia. Achiillt 
three marriages took place — on the janir 
day — just two weeks after settlement m 
begun at Port Jackson. One couple 
Susannah Holmes and Henry Kable — toy 
already had an infant — who bad btnri 
been convicEed of housebreaking. Utfl 
Henry Kable rose to wealth and poiiiton 

February II 

1860 Death of Augustus Kavel, fwiwfrr 
of German settlements in Australia. Moi* 
than 2000 people attended his fun*" 
Kavel came to South Australia from 
many in 1&38, leading 200 of his pgjj 
These were followed by two more Jlrijrf** 
of Germans, all Lutherans esrapihe, f^*^ 
lion — they refused to accept thr CaMPrt 1 
liturgy introduced by (he King of Prurfln. 
Frederick William III. These LmmjgrtfW 
were ihe forerunners of about Gf^ 1 * 
who later went to South Australia ^ 
proved very good colonists. 

1861 Explorers Burke and Wills tW^ 
the tidal waters of ihe Flinders Ri* 1 » 
the mouth of the Gulf of Carpea^ 
This was their goal before their n^f* 
journey which ended in their deaths 

1877 Wreck of the steamship ^ 
— strangest wreck in Australia, perh*P ' 
the world According to Frank Reid, &*r rjC n 
R^ef historian, the vessel was silling 101 
the en trance of Keppel Bay, RoclthftiaP 111 " 
Queensland, on the night of Fchrutf* 1 
when those on board found her rtsfog ,' r 
from the water. At first they tli^'J 
ship had run on top of a marine ^ 
but she was wedged in the crevice <^ 
that was slowly rising from the tf* *' . 
2> feet above high-wafer marL Th e 
was abandoned next day. The site * ^ 
known as Blue Bell Rock.

Although be had a little 
trouble with the moie color- 
ful Australian expressions, hiu 
tongue did not slip once 
when he started nn the sub- 
ject so obviously near to his 
heart — the preservation of 
nature s wonders for the en- 
joyment of today's rod ttt« 
morrow's general inns. 

"In the United States, we 
have divided national parks 
into three types," he said, 
'natural reserve^ rerrea- 
rjonaj parkv and hisioriral 
sitcjL 

"Natural reserve*, such as 
Yellowstone National Park 
or Gbcier Park on the 
Canadian border, have been 
carefully designed -.o thai 
people, can enjoy their 
beauty without d< ar oj in* it. 

"Aciivities are strirtly 
limited and confined to cer- 
tain area*. 



"'In recreational parky 
however, camping iites and 
pi. nil y t - muds abound, with 
facilities for boating, water- 
skiing, trap fishinjr, skiing, 
and other activities. 

Lt Every park has a Vic- 
tors* Centre with a museum 
tn which the geology p plant- 
lifc and wildlife, and history 
d dbe area ate shown. These 
museums are in the chariie 
of 'a naturalist or trained 
rati err " 

Trained personnel also 
conduct trail hikes to point 
our the park's special in- 
terests, and varied programs 
of trpctures nn the natural 
sciences are given. 

Mr. Wecms said these 
lectures and organised tours 
were very popular.

It 
wos IZCft m depth, but its irregular shape varied from about 
06ft, at its widest part dawn to a mere 25ft, It was very steep, 
access from the road was difficult, and it was overlooked by

4ft. apart, and looselv filled between them have, s:i\, yellow "Gilded Giant" 
wallflower or yellow Jcprosviic.

linn: are good complete plant foods 
readily available in the shops.

Before sowing seed planting out, use 
aboui a third of a cup sprinkled over each 
sqnair yard of soil surface, and rake it in 
lightly. This ij; suffiricnt to maintain the 
pl.mrs in a wr'H fed condition for at least 
sis weeks. From then on the packeted 
liqutd manures 3re usually the most con* 
veniem form of feeding.

So*? all seeds: The seed of different 
varieties and colors of sweet peas vane:, 
in appearance. Most pink and white arc 
larger and paler see.ds. rerfc may be a 
tilde smaller and darker, while blurs and 
mauves are often pinched and appeal 
shrivelled. This variation iv not suifiri- 
emly constant to determine color bv seed 
appearance, but it is obvious that if only 
the larger seeds are planted the color 
range will be very limited. Where you 
have too much seed, it is therefore wiser 
to sow an average sample 

Pincli back plants: V ruing plants may 
be. spindly and inclined to twist aimWih 
rather than arcept the support offering, li 
they are cut back to the second or third 
Ieaf T the new growth should !x- sturdier 
and more eager to climb. 

Tendrils; The I wining tendril at the 
end of the leaf stem give the plants natural 
support during early growth. Later tlv> 
are inclined to entangle and deform the 
flower stems, Eti where the flower* are 
valued for cutting it t& worth the extra 
trouble to clip off the highci tendrils and 
replace thin support by tying with raffia 
or, better still, the covered -wire stem lies

DISEASES: 

The most troublesome disease anions 
sweet peas over recent years is broad-bean 
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virus, which causes infected plants to 
yellow and die out. It has been knOWE 
for some time that the disease is carried 
by i meets such as apbids, but only last 
spring it was established that a host plant 
carrying the virus is the common plantain 
or lamb's tonen« 

T his is the dark -green. smootlvfoltageH 
P^retmial with the long, rather brittle 
fiouer st^ro, not (he grey, downy stachys 
or lamb's ear. Unless there are a n urn he: 
of other host plants yet to be discoverer:, 
it appear < that tie- \>vm emtio! of r|e 
virus is to net rid of plantain in the 
vicinity 

Other pests and diseases are jrareh 
troublesome, but should red spider or 
thrips become plentiful thev can be cmi- 
rroJIexl with an all-purpose garden spray. 
This preparation will ;vlso control mildew 
bur ttus rarely occurs until plants have 
passed their prime
